The  student  ought  not,  however,  to  take 
up  these  studies  before  going  through  a 
thorough  course  of  solfeggi  and  vocalises ; 
after  which,  they  will  facilitate  accurate 
execution  of  both  the  modern  repertory 
and  the  music  of  an  earlier  period.
